DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . 1 Regarding the rejection of claim 48 under § 1 1 2, applicants arguments are persuasive and 
the rejection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. 1 Claims 23-48 are allowed for the following reason/s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious improvement 
over the invention patented in EP 0 978 715 Bl to Grosswig. 

2.2 Claim 23 and 48 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a telecommunication fiber optic cable for gas pipeline 
applications wherein a built in leakage detecting device consists of gas leakage detector 
optical fibers enclosed within the outer jacket of the cable. 

2.3 Claims 24-47 depend either directly or indirectly on Claim 23 or 48 and are thus also 
allowed.
